dent, however, that when the spider hoist­ 
ed the load clear from the dish its uneven 
weight would cause if to lop to one side so 
suddenly as to probably snap the cable.

to the main cable about five inches above 
the burden.

R EGAR DING TH E CIVIL SERVICE. 


• he Commission Finds» a Lark of R eform 
in Some Branch**». 
W ashington C ity , I)eo. 1,—Tbe annual 
f>*p< rt of the civil 
service commission 
•Sates that tlse clasi»ified service Las crown 
k as to include at present more than 30, 
0<R people. 
Considerable space is devoted 
!■ the questii u of removals in the classi­ 
fied service for partisan reasons, and fig- 
> ’v- are given which show that during the 
first year of Cleveland's administration be­ 
tween 7 and $ per cent, of the appoint­ 
ments made during the previous adm inis­ 
tration were removed or resi ;ned, and of 
tliose who came into the department d 
service through civil si w icc examinat 
during Cleveland’s administration a litrie I 
more than 8 per cent, were removed or re­ 
signed during the first year of the present 
administration. 
Not Worth Talking About. 
This difference of barely half of 1 per 
cent, in renfovals, the commission -.av­ 
is so small that it is not worth regarding, 
and certainly is not necessarily due to par­ 
tisanship. 
The fact also that only s per 
cent, of the appointees of one adm inistra­ 
tion are removed the first year of the suc­ 
ceeding one, makes it safe to say that 
political < nsiderations have practically 
disappeared as factors in the removals in 
the classified service in this city. 
The 
commission 
concludes, 
therefore, that 
the law as a whole ha* l**eu faithfully and 
honestly observed, in spite of the strain of 
tw o changes of administration. 
Wher«* i f Is a Plotter of Politic*. 
In the customs and postal services the 
result is less satisfactory. 
“ Comparing,” 
the report says, “ the percentages of re­ 
movals in the classified service in each 
postollice with the number of removals 
made 
in 
the 
unclassified 
and 
ex- 
cejged places, 
the 
difference 
is 
as­ 
tonishing. 
In one case the percentage 
ranges from 3 to 28: in the other from -Pi to 
over fiO; and the average is about seven 
times as great among those employes not 
protected by the law. 
It would be difficult 
to advance any argument which would 
show more conclusively the good effect 
that the law has in preventing in the clas­ 
sified service clean sweeps and re mo vats for 
political purpo: es.

The 
conclusion is irresistible, either that where 
the law does not apply appointing officers 
put into excepted and unclassified places 
incompetent persons, or else that theirsuo 
ce.-soi*» remove f rom these places men who 
are competent, and who are therefore re­ 
move« 1 for reason- unconnected with the 
good of the service.

The commission further says that for 
the first time it i- aide to assert with the 
utmost jii Mtiveuc.-ss that in holding anum 
]>er of examinations for well-paid depart 
mental position-4, a large proportion of 
those examined pud appointed have been 
men different in political faith from the 
party in power.

The system is an "Am erican” sys­ 
tem, and "it is noteworthy that the offices 
and bureaus which show the best results 
in giving an honest, efficient and econom­ 
ical administration are precisely those in 
which the civil service law has been most 
faith fu lly

the one hand, and those at Chicago and 
Indianapolis under the present adminis­ 
tration <m the other, can In- taken ¡us il 
lustrations and proofs of this statement, 
although in speaking «if the above post 
offices it must be distinctly understood 
that there is no intention to slight many 
others which might be named where the 
same conditions have obtained.”
